South Australia will be much better than 
last time, when we lost 0-2 to Victoria at Hin- 
dmarsh Stadium. 


We did not have a single get-together before that game because 
the Philips League Clubs wouldn't release their players for train- 
ing. 

We were hampered by the PSL clubs’ lack of co-operation for 
some years, but things have improved. 

I had the players together for four weeks for our match against 
Czechoslovakia and as a result, they played some great soccer, 
losing by only 2-4. 

It was a big contrast to previous form, like that shown in our 0-6 
loss to Red Star which was the biggest loss I can remember. 

We had no training for that game, nor for the clash with Nor- 
wich City, which we lost 0-3. 

But we’ve been in training for four weeks now and we've had 
quite a few practice matches, so you'll see a different South Aust- 
ralia this time, 

I recommended to the Federation that the team should remain 
in training once a week right after the game against 
Czechoslovakia, but unfortunately the committee responsible has 
not yet made a decision on that recommendation. 

There was a time when South Australia boasted perhaps the 
finest State team in the land — and we can recapture that glory 
with the right approach. 

Back in the early seventies, for example, I remember us hold- 
ing Rale Rasic’s national team to a scoreless draw and beating 
the B team 2-1. We also had many excellent results against tou- 
ring teams. 

As long ago as 1962, we drew with the mighty NSW team. I 
played yp front that day and one of my opponents was Les 
Scheinflug, who's now coach of Marconi. 

What we need now is to develop the same team spirit and team 
work as Victoria. That is possible only if the team stays together 
for a long time. 

As for my line-up on Monday, I will have to do without Peter 
Boyle: Northcote and Henry Kolecki, who all are carrying in- 

juries. 

I'm still phen practice games and we're continuing to train

My future in Aus- 
tralian soccer will be 
decided within the 
next four months. 


Sometime in the near 
future | will have to choose 
between two enticing pros- 
pects — the Australian 
national team and a chance 
to play in the World Cup or 
Derby County and English 
professional football. 

The decision will be the 
most important of my career 
and for that reason I’m not 
looking forward to making it. 
Whatever I do, I'll be turning 
my back on one of two great 
opportunities, not knowing if 
I'm doing the right thing. 

My dilemma started in Nou- 
mea, when I represented Aust- 
ralia in the Oceania Cup. 
Before that competition, my 
future was pretty well de- 
cided. 

But the Oceania Cup opened 
up two doors for me. Firstly, 
by including me in his team, 
national coach Rudi Gutendorf 
indicated that there was a 
Place for me in his plans. 

Before the Noumea com- 
petition, Gutendorf had ig- 
nored me and | didn’t think I 
had a future as an Australian 
international. 

Secondly, by winning an 
international ‘cap’ I became 
eligible for a work permit in 
England, which would allow 
me to play as a professional. 

During the New Year, I had 
a trial with Derby County and 
was set to sign a contract with 
the club when the Home Office 
informed Derby I wouldn’t be 
granted a work permit. 

Ironically, my decision to go 
to Derby County was made be- 
cause Rudi had overlooked me 
for the tour of China. I thought 
I'd show him and everyone 
else in Australia that I have 
the abifity to play top class 
football. 

Now I have a problem. Deci- 
ding between the two choices 
will be a gamble, because 
soccer is such an unpredict- 
able game. 

For example, if 1 rejected 
an offer from Derby County to 
stay in Australia, that 
wouldn't automatically mean I 
would be in the World Cup 
squad. 

In that case, I would miss 
the chance to play as a profes- 
sional 


Likewise, I could go to 
Derby County and if Australia 
qualified for the World Cup, I 
would miss that opportumity.

If I can see that 1 will be 
given a chance — and Rudi has 
said he will invite me to his 
next national squad vraining 
camp — then I probably will 
stay in Australia and fight for 
a place in the World Cup 
squad.

the night before training. I 
would be so wound up and 
anxious that I couldn't relax.

existent in Australia, but at ~ 


Derby I was given plenty of 
coaching. 


Assistant coach John 
Newman and Manager Colin 
Addison would take it in turns 
to work the goalkeepers when 
they weren't involved with the 
other players. 

Bruce Rioch was of tre- 
mendous help. He would often 
Stay behind after training and 
hit a few shots at me, helping 
me with my angles. 

Rioch is reputed to have 
been the hardest shot in Brit- 
ain’at one time. Well, he may 
be getting on now, but he can 
still shoot with incredible 
power. 

Rioch’s thunderbolts often 
left my hand stinging! 

Derby’s struggle against re- 
legation this season has been 
long and hard. However, the 
players were in good spirit at 
New Year and trying hard to 
climb up the table. 

The team is scoring goals 
but giving away stupid points. 
The club has had trouble with 
goalkeepers and had used 
three different men in that 
position. 

My experience with Derby 
was fantastic and I can relate 
the trip to my time with 
Metros Croatia of Canada. 

I did pre-season training 
with the Metros a few years 
back, in what was some of the 
hardest work I have every 
done. 

The players trained for 2} 
weeks in snow and cold in 
Canada, and then spent two 
weeks in the heat and sand of 
Tampa Bay, Florida, 

The training was so tiring, 
Players often didn’t have 
enough energy to take a show- 
er. Many just collapsed on 
their beds and fell asleep! 

Unfortunately, I was unable 
to accept an offer from Not- 
tingham Forest to have a trial. 
Manager Brian Clough was ap- 
proached, and he agreed to 
have a look at me. 

At the same time, Derby 
showed more interest in me, 
and so I decided the Baseball 
Ground was the best place for 
me, 

With England international 
Boalkeeper Peter Shilton at 
Nottingham Forest, I wouldn’t 
get much of a chance. 

Derby, County will be in con- 
tact with me over the next few 
months regarding a possible 
transfer. 

However, my future is in 
the hands of Rudi Gutendorf.

options open to the Philips League clubs in their fight to 


control their own destiny. 


Whether the ASF realises it or not, the dissatisfaction among the PSL clubs 
over their present situation is gaining momentum with increasing rapidity. 


And, if the present trend continues there will be a breech between 
the clubs and the ASF that will do the code In Australia Immeasurable 


harm. 


No matter how you look at this sad situ- 
ation, you must agree it is one that must have 
immediate attention before it blows up and 
scuttles the ship. 

The problem should be made top priority by 
the ASF and a solution for peace must be 
found immediately. 

For this competition is much more import- 
ant for the development of soecer in Australia 
than Oceania gaining a representative on 
FIFA or even the 1981 World Youth 
Championships to be held here. 

The PSL is the bread and butter of Austral- 
ian soccer, the breeding ground of our inter- 
national team. Without it, club soccer here 
would be on the rocks. 

Sure the ASF deserves praised for starting 
the PSL, but it now must recognise the clubs 
and give them self-determination. 


If they don’t get it there could be a revol- 
tion, a breakaway movement, that could get 
out of hand. Nobody wants this but frustration 
and the lack of democracy always breed revol- 
tuion. 

Another avenue is evolution, the basic 
format at the moment. 

The only problem is that the clubs are going 
broke under this arrangement and if it con- 
tinues, the PSL will die a lingering death. 

The other option open is diplomacy, prob- 
ably the best choice of them all. 

With this method, they could cause enough 
embarrassment to the ASF to make it take ac- 
tion. 

Again, this method could give the opponents 
of soccer ammunition to fire and the code 
would lose credibility due to more internal 
Strife.

The wisdom of not releasing 
Mariani to one of the many 
clubs that have bid for him 
now is evident.

Watch out for

Newcastle KB United has added another striker of 
considerable promise to its playing staff. 


He is Paul Burrows, whom the club’s supporters saw for the 
first time in competition play in the match against Sydney City at 
the International Sports Centre last Sunday. He was on the field 
for only part of the match, had a few chances but did better than 
most. 

Burrows played with KB United in the opening round of the 
Philips League championship in Adelaide a week earlier, much to 
the surprise of many of the club’s followers since he had kept well 
under wraps.

He convinced Burrows that it would be to his advantage, par- 
ticularly to his football future, to come to Newcastle and wait for 
the 1980 season. Vest suggested that he join a club in the Northern 
N.S.W.. Soccer Federation competition — and bide his time. 

Burrows readily agreed to be guided by Vest and so joined 
Stewarts and Lloyds, a side which has been included in the North- 
ern State League which will begin its competition shortly, a com- 
petition that takes in teams from the Newcastle and Coalfields’ 
areas and from the N.S.W. North Coast and New England dis- 
tricts 

Vest made certain of retaining Burrows and although it was a 
well kept secret, Burrows was always high on Vest's list for 1980. 
oc paves in some trials earlier in the year and did particularly 
well. 

“He fits in well in our team,” said Vest. ‘‘He started training 
later than others in the squad and so is perhaps a little down on 
fitness but he will not be lacking when it comes to the test.
